As future teachers and classmates, it is essential to 
understand that grammar plays a fundamental role 
in becoming proficient in the English language. We 
must familiarize ourselves with the principles and 
rules that define English to achieve a high level of 
competence. 


It is crucial to note that not only English but every 
language has similar elements that ensure an 
effective communication. Without coherence and 
meaning, the message will not be effectively 
transmitted, which may lead to misunderstandings. 
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MORPHOSYNTAX? 


Allow me to introduce you to this fascinating, 
and sometimes eccentric, subject. It 
encompasses more than simply sounding 
correct; there are various aspects to consider, 
“as words and texts have rules and patterns 
that allow learners to understand their 
behavior in grammar terms. This is when 
morphology and syntax come in_= as 
appropriate tools.” (Buitrago Avilés & Chitiva 
Abella, 2015, p.9) 


Now, it is time to completely mention what 
morphology stands for, according to Buitrago 
and Chitiva (2015), “is understood as the set 
of rules that explains and analyzes the 
formation of words” (p.9). Like | said before, it 
is related to how the sentences are formed 
but also the words that are part of them. 


The connection between these two disciplines is that morphology is responsible for words, while 
syntax is referred to as “the arrangement of words and phrases to create well-formed sentences in a 
language, the grammatical structure of words and phrases to create coherent sentences” (Al Arief, 
2019.1p:.47). 


Having a clear understanding of morphology and syntax will allow us to understand how verbs are 
conjugated, punctuation rules, the role of each word (which may cause a sense of deja vu regarding 
parts of speech), and the function of each sentence (e.g. a topic sentence). And let us not forget a key 
discipline to making a message have coherence, semiotics, which is related to the meaning of a 
sentence and how words are arranged to convey complete thoughts, pretty much what grammar 
aims to teach us. 


Now, let me _ conclude with this last 
paragraph. The best advice | can give you to 
fully understand this subject is to pay all your 
attention to the teacher, who is a lovely and 
amazing person. If you do your part, the 
teacher will completely make everything 
easier for you, and you will love her as much 
as | do. And secondly, never forget parts of 
speech; that is pretty much what the 
Morphosyntax subject is based on.

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But probably the most important reason is that when we think about language, most of us probably first think 
about speaking and that's just what we do naturally. We produce a variety of sounds using our lips, tongue, 
mouth and some bits in our throat. If you want to make a P sound for example you close your clips and then 
release the air all at once. If you want to make an M sound you also close your lips and then you kind of hum 
and so on. This is what phonetics and phonology deals with, human speaking sounds. All the plops and hisses 
and trills we make to show other people what's going on in our heads. It would be hard to get by without 
those.

| started university during the 
pandemic, and | did not have so 
much knowledge about English, 
be it grammar or vocabulary. It 
was in second semester that | 
learned that the subject would 
not be easy. Hence, | learned 
how to be more disciplined in 
two aspects | was not: studying 
and practicing. 


Firstly, | read the grammar section of the English book | was 
using at that time and started making notes in an old notebook | 
had. There were times where even reading twice it was not 
enough for me to understand the topic, so | had to read as many 
times as | could to understand. 


Even though, it may sound boring, it is not because once | 
understood the grammar, | felt as though | was finally able to 
practice what | had learned. Practicing was not that hard, if you 
search for a grammar topic on the Internet, thousands of options 
will be available for you to practice. This aspect is related to 
autonomy since you do not expect someone to guide you; it is 
yourself that must do the job of learning. 


At first, you may feel lost because 
you may not know where to start, 
but in fact, it is not, you just 
simply have to click an online 
page, and the exercises will be 
there. With time, it will not be 
difficult for you to get the hand of 
it.

This way, little by 
little | improved my scores during 
the semester. 


Now, | am in seventh semester 
and the activities | do now have 
changed a little bit. Since the first 
time | was presented with a CAE 
test, it was a real struggle for me 
to get a desired score. 


| still study the grammar and practice with online exercises; however, | focus more on the types of 
exercises from the CAE test: open cloze, word formation and key word transformation. The English book 
we use, is definitely of great help, but | now search for those types of exercises in the Internet too. There 
are several online pages which guide you and give you tips regarding the test. It was in fifth semester that 
| did so many exercises that | learned many key words to notice structures. An important note to make is 
that | did not study one or two days prior to the test; | studied and practiced a week or two weeks before 
and that led me to not feel pressured; therefore, | was able to study grammar and vocabulary at my own 
pace. Regarding the writing part, | also implement the strategy of studying a week before: | usually write 
my own texts following the specific outline of the type.of writing, as well as the grammar structures and 
vocabulary required. 


To sum up, having discipline and implementing strategies has helped me in my journey as a-student who 
is now very happy with the results obtained in the tests. Since the first time | applied the strategies for 
studying and practicing, | have certainly improved a lot, it sure does take time and effort, but it is definitely 
worth it. y

The EGAL-EIN is an exit examination that pre-service English teachers 
must pass to receive a diploma and graduate from the BA in ELT. Getting 
ready for the EGAL-EIN exit exam is complicated for several reasons; 

Thus, knowing how to 
improve students’ abilities to prepare for an exit exam is vital. 
Recommendations are made about how to make it easier for pre-service 
English teachers to review and appraise their test readiness and how they 
can make a difference in the quality of their preparations for tests.
